In be- 
tween you could be dead. 

Hill Lmt a conuncm occurrenoe. 
In fact. It happens Infrequently. 
The average person could rtde U 
million miles In a train before It 
came his turn to get hurt— more 
than half a billion miles before 
It wu his turn to be killed. 

Last year American railroads de- 
livered the equivalent ol SJXXt pas- 
sengers from coast to coast for 
every one they Injured. They gave 
the equivalent of 1O0.OOO coast-to- 
coast round trips for every passenger 
they killed. 

But that record Is the worst 
peacetime year's showing since 
1039. If you have thought there were 
an unusual lot of tragic .wrecks In 
the past few months, you were 
right. 

An average of about 40 train ac- 
cidents a day was reported to the 
interstate commission during 1B4<I 
—a total of 1S,S66 for the year. 

Most of them were very minor. 
They included every accident in- 
volving a train, or a locomotive, or 
cars, that did as much as (ISO dam- 
age to rellroad property, including 
the cost of cleaning up. 

But some were serious.- and caused 
the disths of lOS passengers and 
339 crew membera, besides Iniurlng 
ifin passengers and 16,060 ralhoad 
workers. 




In IMe alone, 432 people were killed and 20,671 Injured In wrecka 
tike the one above, aocerdlng to Interstate commerce eommlnlon 
rvperts. In the ftrtt two months of tbii year, 143 died, 2,061 were hnrt. 



The pace has stepped up this 
year. During the first two months 
2,067 accidents were reported, com- 
pared with 3,758 during the same 
months ol IS46. 

Twenty-nine pe&sengers were kill- 
ed in January and February of this 
year, compared with 16 last year; 
and 770 were Injured this year com- 
pared with 6Si la&t year. , 

Employes have fared better thb 
year, but not enough to offset the 
greater damage done to passengers. 



Over all, wrecks hi the two months 
kUled 143 (against 13B last year) 
and injured 3,068 (against 3,119 
last year). 

It Is easy to recall some ot the 
headlines of the past 13 months: 

Forty - five died, 69 were hurt 
when the Burlington's Exposition 
Flyer crashed the rear of the Ad- 
vance Flyer at Napervllle, 111.

Two killed and 38 hurt when the 
BurllngtfRi's ^phyr plowed Into 
la-ton tractor which dropped off a 
freight train.

These are the trains of which 
American railroads are Justly proud. 
They are trains which certahily 
get their full share of careful at- 
tention. They are most likely to 
have the latest, finest, safest 
equipment owned by the roads. 

Yet they've all cracked up dur- 
ing a 13-month period, from April 
1, 1946, through April 30, 1947.

Twice brtore the United States 
has nnuxlit to maintain bases on 
Atlantic lAlands— Iceland and Asorea 
—nnd twice II has failed to gain 
Its full objective, 

Greenland Is regarded as possibly 
more Imjxirlant than the other two 
because It Is closer to home. 

A ooinbl nation of nationalism and 
communist ailtntlon Is regarded as 
Uie main dltlcnliy In Uie case ot the 
huge Island ott the shores ot north 
America.

LOS ANOELES, May 3D (U.FD— Five 
hundred atomic bomtu of the site 
used on Hiroshima could destroy 
every human, plant and anlmsl In 
the world, Manhattan project's 
former medical chief, Dr. Stafford 
Warren, satd today at the conclu- 
slon of an atom conference. 

Even If thev survived the Initial 
concussion, they would succumb 
eventunlly to the deadly radio-ac- 
tive after effects, lie liold a confer- 
ence at the University of California 
at Los Angeles on "the cUlsens' 
role In Uie Atomic oge." 

"We mlBlil be able to maintain 
population with survivors of the 
first blasts, but many third and 
fourth generation children would 
be freaks or sterile," said Warren, 
now dean of the University of Call' 
fornla medical school.

Bars BriUah Nations 

Without the participation of these 
three countries In reducing trade 
barriers, the remainder of the Brit- 
ish commonwealth cannot as a prac- 
tical matter join us In a. mutually 
advantageous program, he said. 

Marshall declared that wool Is 
the symbol of United States Inten- 
tions In foreign trade.
